Spiritual drift Temporal, arid Commriftsi to- this preterit: PatJla- 
niririt affcmbled, and by the Authority of the farile, That fomueii 
ofatiy Adtor Adis r'ddtirig to the Militia of Iceland, Of of 
any other Aft or Afts now in force in Ireland, as prohibits 
the carrying out of Ireland the Militia Forces thereof, lhall, during 
the Continuance of this AS, be fufpended, in fo far only as may 
relate to any Part of the laid Forces, not exceeding in the Whole 
Men, whom His Majefty may think 
proper to permit to ferve in Great Britain, in confequence of 
fuch voluntary Offer as may have been, or during the Continuance 
of this Aft lhall be made by any Men now enrolled, or hereafter 
td be enrolled in the faid Militia to- that Effedt, and duly certified 
by their Commanding Officers : Provided always, That pievious 
to certifying fuch Offer, fuch Commanding Officer fhall have 
explained to the Perfons making the fame, that the fame, if made, 3 
is purely voluntary on their Parts, and that no Perfbn ferving in 
the Militia of Ireland can' be compelled to make fuch Offer, or to 
engage to ferve out of Ireland, except by his own Confent fo digni- 
fied ^Provided alfo, that no County, City, Town, or Place in Ire- 
land,. fhall, during the Continuance of this Adt, be drawn to fill any 
Vacancy arifing from the Death, Defertion, or Difcharge of any 
fuch Non-commiffioned Officer, Drummer, or Soldier, belonging 
to fuch Militia Forces, whilft ferving out of Ireland. 

And be it further Enacted, That this Aft lhall continue until 
and may be altered or repealed
